The death of Gen. Robert E. Lee, at 
Lexington, Va., on the’ l2th of October, 


In the south, where he was 
best known and most beloved; in the 
north, where his military genius and 
vorth as a private eitizen found due 
recognition, and in Europe, where his 
scilled generalship and personal cour- 
arc had won him hixh renown, the 
tributes to his memury of the departed 
southern chieftain has been generous, 
enthusiastic. and worthy of his fame.
